the Commiffioners of both Governments, were pafs’d in the ufual Form. After 
Which the Indians defir’d a Supply of Provifions, &@c. which were accordingly or- 
| ered them. ‘They then were-inform’d by the Commiffioners, That as foon as the 
| Penobfcott Tribe fhould arrive, who were daily expetted, they would proceed to the 
Wi reaty.

The Commiffioners enquired of them, Whether there had been a general Mcet- 
ing of all the Tribes of Indians, in order to propofe a Peace, as the Delegates in- 
form’d his Excellency Governor Shirley at Boffon. And they confirm’d the Ac- 
count given by the Delegates of fuch a general Meeting in Grand Cound. 


O&tober 6th. — 


He Whale-Boat fent to St. Georges returned about Noon, with Letters from 
Capt. Fabex Bradbury, dated the sth, advifing, That two Meffengers from the 
Indians came in that Day to inform him they would certainly be there in two 

Days, to embark for Falmouth. | 


O€tober 8th. 


@aE Thomas Bradbury came down from Saco Fort, with an Indian called z/ai- 
doo, who, with two Others, came into the Fort.on the 6¢ Inftant, with a Flag 
of Truce. The other two declin’d coming to Falmouth to the Treaty. Aifai- 
‘doo inform’d the Commiffioners, ‘That -he had been about twenty Days from Canada ; 
That Pooran, Chief of the St. Fraxcois, with three Others to reprefent that Tribe,. 
came away before him, and he expected to have found them here. The Indians. 
brought Letters dire€ted to Capt. Dominicus fordan from his Relations at Trois Ri- 
vieres, dated the 134b and 15th of September. 1749... Capt. Lithgow was fent in a 
Whaleboat to St. Georges withLetters, informing Capt. Bradbury, ‘That the Norridgo- 
wocks grew impatient ; and directing him’ immediately to fend back the Sloop fent for 
thePenobfeotts, unlefs he had a: good Degree of Certainty,that a Number of the Chiefs 
would be ready to embark by Thurfday: And to inform them, in cafe they fhould 
arrive afterwards, that the Commiffioners apprehended it was not for the Honour of 
the Government to wait any longer, and that they would return to Baffon, and make 
Report to his Honour the Lieutenant-Governour. 

The Commiftioners from the Governour of New-Hampjfhire, fet out this Day for 
Portfinouth, having left an Inftrument under their Hands, impowering and defiring 
the Commiffioners of the Maffachufetts to comprehend the Province of New-Hamp- 

! foirein the Treaty: And Roland Cotton, Efg3 to fign the Articles in their Name 
and Behalf.
